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Big hole drills and heavy blasting have come into vogue to 
such an extent that nowadays practically every quarry operation 
has got to come to this new and now well-proved modern develop 
ment. 

The program of the American Concrete Institute now in session 
in Chieago contains the detailed report of the Edison fire, and a 
report upon the tests of concrete columns that were made in New 
York under actual field conditions and shipped to the Government 
laboratories at Pittsburgh for testing. These two features alone 
are well worth the time and cost of attending the Chicago conven- 
tion, because the newest and best data with regard to the fireproof 
qualties of conerete in actual experience, and the latest upon the 
complex subject of columns is worth the price to any engineer who 
is called upon to assume the responsibility of factory and hotel 
buildings. 


The lime manufacturers at Washington the other day held the 
most enthusiastic meeting in the history of the National Associa- 
tion. The hydrated bureau has been successfully organized with 
headquarters located at P’ttsburgh, and a definite eampaign for the 
greater spread of lime information has thereby been inaugurated. 
The lime men were never more progressive nor their industry in a 
more healthy state. All of this can be truthfully said, in spite of 
the fact that during the last half of 1914 the world was shocked to 
its foundation with unprecedented rumors of wars with all of the 
attendant business interruptions which grow out of such a condi- 
tion of universal disturbance. 


The great rock crushing industries of the country have been 
holding their association meetings in Ohio and Indiana and else- 
where. All of these have demonstrated a pronounced rally on the 
part of the crusher operators to make a more intelligent promotion 
of the truthful value of their materials in road construction, in con- 
erete and all of its other uses. 


As we go to press the convention period is with us in full blast. 
The great meeting of the National Builders’ Supply Association is 
on at Chicago, and the convention of the American Concrete Insti- 
tute and the Chicago Cement Show are to be held during the com- 
ing week. All of these occasions are bigger, greater, and more im- 
portant than they have ever been before. We are covering all of 
them with a daily paper, and will have the fullest reports in the 
sueceeding numbers of our journal. There is a veritable outpour- 
ing of enthusiasm centering around all of these meetings. Chicago 
for the moment is the center of the world for those interested 
the production and sale of cement, lime, plaster, brick and kindred 
materials. 





The meeting of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States, 
held at Washington last week, amounted to a demonstration of the 
attention that the organized business interests of this commercial 
country can and has attracted for the consideration of the political 
administration of the country. President Wilson, Secretary Bryan, 
Secretary Redfield and Secretary McAdoo in their respective capac- 
ities appeared before the chamber to explain and justify their poli- 
cies, and cordially invited the chamber to communicate the results 
of their deliberations upon all of the publie questions which they 
discuss and work out to conclusion. These expressions of a readi- 
ness to co-operate with the business men of the country indicate 
that the great political leaders at least are in a receptive mood with 
a view to co-operating with all the right motives of the business 
interests. In the brief history of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States it has grown to an organization of the first impor- 
tance, for it is the only path of intelligent and impartial commu- 
nication between the leaders of business and the political pilots of 
the country. The United States is considered and classified as a 
commercial country, and yet the policies of government have never 
been in accord with or even in touch with the needs or the objects 
of business men whose activities have made the real success of the 
country. It is to be expected that hereafter the findings of the 
chamber and the referendum votes of its members will be consid- 


ered as the voice of the people in a way that the political leaders 
eould never hear before its organization. The chamber is non- 
partisan in all of its operations, but strictly business all the time, 
and as such it is a most valuable and potent factor in the success 
of this and all sueceeding administrations at Washington.

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Del-Mar-Col Retailers Hold First Annual 





Dealers of Delaware, Maryland and District of Columbia Discuss Credit Bureaus and 
Other Important Questions. 


The annual meeting of the Del-Mar-Col Build 
ing Material Dealers’ Association was held at the 
Hotel Raleigh, Washington, D. C., Feb. 5. Presi 
dent B. L. Grove called the meeting to order and 
when Secretary Steffy called the roll it was found 
that the membership of the association was very 
well represented. The president at once sprung 
the matter of the association conducting a credit 
bureau. He said that one of the worst evils in 
the trade was bad credits. The subject was dis 
cussed at length by several dealers present. 

Osear L. Johnson, of Rockville, Md., read a pa 
per entitled ‘‘The Cost of Doing Business,’’ which 
follows: 

‘“The cost of doing business is secondary only to 
the cost of the merchandise handled by the dealer. 

‘‘This secondary cost may be said, for building 
material dealers, to be about 15 per cent of sales, 
though it is doubtful if this includes interest, or 
at least all interest on capital invested. 

‘*To clear 5 per cent on sales, upon this 15 per 
ceut cost, necessitates a selling price 25 per cent 
above cost of merchandise. The only specific case 
available of cost of doing business for 1914, ex 
cluding interest, gives nearer 20 per cent than 
15 per cent. 

‘In arriving at the cost of doing business it is 
necessary to inelude interest on capital invested 
in real estate, equipment and stock, repairs to 
buildings and equipment, depreciation of buildings 
aud equipment, labor, including the working pro 
pric tor, taxes, freight, insurance, advertising, feed, 
including shoeing, gasoline, ete., stationery and post 
age, bad bills and incidentals, including telephone, 
heat, light, donations, waste (slaking of lime, for 
instance), breakage (sewer pipe, for instance 
loss on cloth bags, loss through failure to charge 
up or through thievery, ete. 

‘*At least once a year, preferably at the dull 
season, & careful inventory of all stock should be 
taken, this stock priced at current costs plus cost 
of placing in yard, and then a statement of assets 
showing real estate, equipment (at actual values), 
stock, teed, etc., cash in bank and in office, notes 
and accounts receivable (when good) and liabili- 
ties, showing notes and accounts payable, should 
be made up and kept in the safe. By comparing 
such a statement with a preceCing or following 
one the gain or loss for the intervening time is 
readily ascertained. 

‘‘4 method found satisfactory for recording 
small items of expense is to have the items such 
as feed, stationery and postage listed in the back 
of the day book, the expenditures being set down 
in figures only, and charged up once a month. 

Charles Warner, Wilmington, Del., of the com 
vw.ittee appointed to complete the Salisbury adjust 
ment, reported progress, and that matter was dis 
cussed to some extent. 

The next question before the meeting was 
‘*Relationship of Dealers and Manufacturers.’’ The 
president stated that it was always desirable to 
secure co-operation between the dealers and manu 
facturers so as to do business in a condition of 
having as little friction as possible. 

This brought up the discussion of the matte 
of quotations generally made by manufacturers to 
contractors having government or district work. 

Mr. Clark, of Washington, stated that it was not 
uncommon for manufacturers to quote 50 cents 
less than was quoted to dealers on a ton of lime 
or five or 10 cents less on a barrel of cement. 

A letter of Richard McCoy, of the Powhattan 
Lime Co., was read, explaining a quotation made 
to one of the government departments. The ex 
planation was received and considered justifiable 
for the low quotation that had been made ir 


view of the purpose thereof. The matter of man- 
ufacturers selling direct to the trade was discussed 
for some time, until the president announced that 
luncheon would be served in the rear of the room. 
An adjournment was had for that purpose. 

Mr. Warner stated that in Wilmington the deal- 
ers worked upon an established schedule of quot- 
ing wagon deliveries in less-than-car-load lots 
higher-than-car-load deliveries, and that the thing 
worked very satisfactorily. 

Mr. Shearer said that less-than-car-load deliveries 
were usually made through the dealer and he asked 
what is the common practice with the dealer in 
places where they have no definite schedule, as 
stated by Mr. Warner. He said that he did not 
think that 25 cents per ton on finishing hydrates 
from Ohio was enough difference to make in quot- 
ing on L. C. L. orders. 

Mr. Clark said: ‘‘We can never get a schedule 
unless the manufacturers co-operate with us.’’ In 
this he was joined by President Grove, who said 
that ‘‘that is exactly the point; he wants the 
manufacturers to all come and play with us.’’

H. W. Classen, of Baltimore, called attention to 


the new rules that have been made | 


y the cement 
manufacturers, which, he said, made it impossible 
for dealers to know how to quote so as to be in 
line. Mr. Trainer, of the Lehigh Portland Cement 
Co., said: ‘‘There is no agreement or rule adopted 
by the cement manufacturers.’’ Adding, ‘‘We 
don’t issue quotations without getting the dealer’s 
price first and then quoting in conjunction with 
him.’’ 

Mr. Dutton, of Coplay Cement Co., said that 
for three years the manufacturers have been try 
ing to draw a line at 7,500 barrels. That is to 
say, they would not quote on jobs requiring less 
than 7,500, but that they would quote on jobs run 
ning over that amount of cement. He said that 
in his opinion there was no use in trying to set 
any number of barrels or to draw the line, for 
the reason that it is hard to tell who the dealer 
is, in many eases, and in his opinion it is a great 
deal better to give the dealer a straight differ 
ential in all quotations regardless of the quantity. 

Mr. Gardiner, of Annapolis, said: ‘‘We want to 


know what amount of cement has been delivered 
on various jobs outside of those handled by us. 
7,500, or more, barrels that 
only require much less to make them complete, and 
in such orders the dealer would be entitled to his 


margin because sales cannot be considered as such 


Many jobs are sold of 


unless deliveries are made in the same amount as 
sold. 

President Grove said that he wanted the meet- 
ing to give him instructions, so that he would be 
in a position to fix the matter up before the next 
meeting and that he wanted the sense of the meet- 
ing, for he intended to go to the Chicago conven- 
tion and get the interpretation of the dealer’s 
margin as expressed there. 

Mr. Warner said that in his opinion the best 
way would be for the dealers to stand for a flat 
five cents’ differential in all contracts and then 
not to touch the carload shipment direct, add- 
ing for hauling and warehousing on all orders run- 
ning less than a carload. 

Mr. Trainor said that such matters were entirely 
up to the dealer; that the manufacturers were ready 
and willing to co-operate with him. 

President Grove asked: ‘‘Shall the president be 
instructed to act on his own judgment in this mat- 
ter?’’ 

Mr. Kingsbury moved that the president of the 
association be empowered to work with the presi- 
dent of the cement companies doing business in 
this section or the other rating powers of those 
companies to make a straight differential for the 
dealer without any limit as to the number of bar- 
rels at every delivery point where there is a listed 
dealer. This resolution was carried. 

A. H. Lauman, of Pittsburgh, explained the sys- 
tem which has been found successful in several 
western cities of charging for team deliveries ac- 
cording to the distance from the warehouse or 
switch, as the case may be. He stated that without 
a question the manufacturers were disposed to co- 
operate with the dealers in every reasonable and 
feasible way to bring about good business practice. 

The nominating committee reported, which re- 
sulted in the re-election of the present officers, B. L. 
Grove, Washington, D. C., president; Edw. Pusey, 
Wilmington, Del., vice-president; T. E. Clark, vice- 
president for District of Columbia; A. Smith, vice- 
president, Maryland; J. G. Steffey, Hagerstown, 
Md., was re-elected treasurer. Members of the 
executive committee: Charles Warner, Wilmington, 
Del., and H. T. Boyd, Baltimore, Md. 

The meeting then adjourned. 





Much Work in Sight. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 4.—With school board and 
city planning to do extensive work at once, and 
large operators in real estate and buildings an- 
nouncing an immediate start on extensive opera- 
tions, the prospect for an important revival of 
building in Kansas City brightened early in January. 
Just about the time that work on several projects 
was to start, however, winter, delayed and hesitant 
for weeks, broke into the running and held up every- 
thing. The plans on the big work, however, are 
being pushed, bids advertised for and contracts 
being made. Kansas City, Kas., last week let con- 
tracts for several miles of paving, sidewalk and 
curbing. The school board on Feb. 2 received bids 
on several contracts for completing buildings. The 
rock crushers are operating when the weather is 
suitable and continuing to accumulate a surplus that 
is bound to be needed. The comments of builders 
suggest that money is loosening up and that not 
only industrial and office but residence work will be 
liberal early in the spring. 

Kansas City, Mo., has spent little money in the 
past year or so; but a bond issue is now proposed 
which, if voted upon favorably, will give funds for 
some $2,000,000 worth of building, trafficway and 
viaduct work, much of which ordinarily would be 
eared for by current income. 
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Indiana Retailers Few, But Enthusiastic 





Second Annual Meeting at Indianapolis Votes to Accept Manufacturers as Associate 
Members—A. E. Bradshaw Re-elected President. 


The second annual convention of the Indiana 
Building Material Dealers’ Association was held at 
the Claypool hotel, Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 25. 
There were about 15 dealers present, representing 
the city of Indianapolis pretty fully, besides Fort 
Wayne, Muncie, and several other of the larger 
cities of the state. 

President A. E. Bradshaw, Indianapolis, called 
the meeting tod order and stated that he had been 
very much disappointed in the response there had 
had come to the circular letters he had sent out 
for the purpose of interesting the dealers in the 
state, and he regretted that he had been unable to 
secure any more interest in the work for an organi- 
zation of the kind. 

Secretary Rogers read the minutes of the last 
annual meeting, and these were approved as read. 
He supplemented the remark of the president. 

Treasurer John Thomas gave his report, showing 
a small balance still in the treasury after all bills 
were paid. 

Mr. Milligan, of Muncie, threw some little life 
into the situation by stating that he wanted to 
join the association and see it grow into a great 
success. 

Mr. Schwier, of Fort Wayne, said that he was 
convinced that there was a whole lot of good 
work that could be done by an association of the 
dealers, that they sure needed it in Fort Wayne 
and he wanted to see the association revived and 
to tackle the job with renewed effort with a defi- 
nite campaign to get the dealers interested. 

Mr. Thomas made a talk to the effect that the 
Coal Dealers’ Association might well be joined 
with the builders’ supply men, as their interests 
were in many respects identical. 

Mr. Meyer, of Indianapolis, was inclined to think 
that there could be found sufficient support to the 
builders’ supply association to keep it going in 
good shape. 

About this time Claude W. Filer, the representa 
tive of the National Plaster Board Co., of Cleve- 
land, made a ringing speech in which he suggested 
that the association admit the representatives of 
the manufacturing interests as associate members 
and that every associate member so admitted be in- 
structed to work amongst the trade throughout the 
state to secure members for the association. 

Mr. Barrows, the representative of the Kelley 
Island Lime & Transport Co., said that he believed 
that Mr. Filer’s suggestion was a good one and 
that they could count on him for his co-operation 
in such a measure. 

E. E. Fillion, representative of the Chicago Port 
land Cement Co., being called upon said that there 
was no doubt but that a good membership could 
be drummed up for the association in this way. 

Thomas R. Cass, of the Lehigh Portland Cement 
Co., said that it was a delight for him to work for 
the dealers in anything that was for the good of 
the cause, and that he would not only join the 
association as an associate member but that he 
would answer for some new members coming into 
the association.

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Handling Building Materials on a Gravity Conveyor 





Through the courtesy of the Mathews Gravity 
Carrier’ Co., Ellwood City, Pa., we are able to pre 
sent three photographic views of their gravity 
roller conveyor as used by the Glencoe Lime & 
Cement Co., of St. Louis, for conveying sacks of 
cement from cars into storage, and two views 
showing how the John A. Denies Son’s Co., of 
Memphis, Tenn., use the same type of conveyor 
for delivering bulk lime from cars to storage bins. 

The development of the gravity principle as 
applied to the handling of all classes of commodi 
ties, including brick, building blocks of all kinds, 
lumber, lath, shingles, etc., has been very 
during recent years.

These conveyors are made in 
portable sections of standard lengths, consisting of 
steel frames, in which are assembled cold-drawn 
fitted with 


improved detachable type. 


seamless steel rollers, case-hardened 
ball bearings of an 
When a number of these sections are assembled 
in a straight line, or with curves, if desired, a con 
tinuous, easy running path is provided on a slight 
slant, over which any commodity having one flat, 
reasonably smooth surface will travel by its own 
weight for any required distance. 

Adjustable jacks are also provided in five sizes, 
each size having expansion arms, giving a. suffi 
cient range of adjustment to enable quick estab 
lishment of the grade required, which is ordinarily 
from three to four per cent. 

In handling cement by this method it will be 
noted that the sacks, being of a soft, yielding na- 
ture, must be placed on small wood platforms, or 
pallets, so that a hard surface can be provided to 
run over the rollers. These pallets are made a 
little larger than one sack laid flat, upon which 
one, two or three sacks can be loaded as desired. 
About 50 of these pallets are usually used, the cost 
being very trifling. When all used it is only the 
work of a moment to pile them on the conveyor 
and push them back to the car to be used again. 

In this way cement can be delivered just as 
quickly a long distance as over a short run, and 
the work of handling can be carried on continu

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$13,500,000 Water Supply Scheme 
for Winnipeg. 


Huge Engineering Undertaking will Open Opera- 
tions in March—Large Concrete Aqueduct, 
85.04 Miles Long will be Constructed. 


(By Our Own Correspondent.) 

The Greater Winnipeg water district, which com 
prises the cities of Winnipeg, St. Boniface and five 
municipalities surrounding the city of Win 
nipeg, of the 
sembly of Manitoba, and was duly assented to on 
Feb. 15, 1914. ‘*The 
objects of the corporation shall be the supplying 
of water from any permanent source for the use 
of the inhabitants of the said district for all pur 
poses.’’ Shoal Lake was chosen by the district as 
the source of supply. This lake is situated approxi 
mately 100 miles from Winnipeg, while the gross 
elevation is 294 feet. On Oct. 1, 1913, a by-law was 
passed authorizing the expenditure of $13,500,000 
for the supply of 85,000,000 imperial gallons daily.

has been designed for a minimum rated capacity 


of 85,000,000 imperial gallons per day. It will be 
built of concrete and will be reinforced where under 
pressure or at other required points. The standard 


sections are arch or horseshoe shaped for the parts 


of the line under pressure. There will be five dé 
pressed sections at river crossings, eight blow-offs 
and weirs, and two venturi meters. The average 
gradient is 0.62 per 1,000 feet, the lightest 0.11 feet 
per 1,000 feet, and the heaviest 1.54 feet per 1,000 
feet.

The Coca Cola Building. 


On a parcel of land shaped like a quarter sec- 
tion of pie, adjoining the east side of the Grand 
avenue viaduct at Twenty-first street and the ter- 
minal tracks, Kansas City, Mo., the 11-story fire- 
proof Coca Cola building is in process of erection. 
The ground segment derives its shape from the 
switch tracks. 

The building covers 11,000 square feet. It is 102 
feet on Twenty-first street and 166 on Grand ave- 
nue. The are is 202.97 feet with a chord of 194.61 
feet. The main entrance is on the west, from the 
second floor, giving directly onto the Grand avenue 
viaduct. 

The basement, first and third floors will be used 
by the Coca Cola Co. as a manufacturing and 
distributing plant. The offices on second floor will 
be rented to other concerns, as they have a street 
entrance and thus command a high rental. The 
balance of the building will be rented for purposes 
not yet determined. 

The building is of concrete, steel reinforced, brick 
curtain walls, Bedford stone and terra cotta trim. 
It is being built by the Swenson Construction Co., 
of Kansas City, for the Coca Cola Co., of Atlanta, 
Ga., from plans and specifications prepared by 
Arthur Tufts, engineer, 208 Coca Cola building, 
Baltimore, Md. It is designated as a ‘‘loft build- 
ing and manufacturing plant.’’ 

The building will be 202 feet from bottom of 
basement to roof. It is 185 feet above the ground 
level. A concrete water tank on the roof adds 40 
feet more to the height. This tank supplies water 
for the sprinkler system only, the city water pres- 
sure being sufficient to furnish the rest. The 
sprinkler system is very complete and up to date, 
covering every floor and the basement. It is being 
installed by the General Fire Extinguisher Com- 
pany. .Numerous basement fires in Kansas City 
makes the sprinkler system in the basement of 
great local interest to fire insurance interests. 

The inside doors and window frames are of metal. 
All floors are maple on concrete. All partitions are of 
solid brick work. The first floor is of gray Bedford 
stone, the remainder of buff terra cotta. All three 
sides are finished alike. All columns are octagonal, 
with spiral steel reinforcement. The floors are re- 
inforeed with straight rods. The floors are required 
to carry a load of 125 pounds per square foot. 

The foundation is of solid concrete, consisting of 
46 piers six by six feet each. It was necessary 
to go down 30 feet to find solid rock for a base. 
This rock strata is from eight to 14 feet thick. On 
these piers are erected 40 octagonal columns, car- 
ried up floor by floor. The forms are tightened by 
chains and wedges. All forms are oiled, giving the 
concrete a very smooth surface and making is un- 
necessary to plaster. The decorating will be done 
direct on the concrete. 

The conerete is mixed in proportion of 1: 2: 4. 
The material is delivered in cars and shoveled from 
them to the basement, where the concrete is mixed 
in an electrically driven one-cubic-yard mixer. From 
the mixer the concrete is hoisted in buckets through 
the ‘‘tower’’ 
constructed that three floors can be poured without 


to the pouring spout, which is so 


moving it. 
The mixer is charged by wheelbarrows and has a 
capacity of a yard every minute and a half. Three

sets of forms are used and during proper weather 
the contractor was able to pour a floor every eight 
days. 

During December last the weather was bad and 
the thermometer was in the neighborhood of 18 to 
20 degrees nearly every day. On such days the 
building was sereened by tarpaulins, the sand and 
water heated with steam coils. Concrete was de- 
livered from the spout at a temperature of 60 
degrees, and held above freezing by 40 salamanders. 
Concrete was poured on Christmas day, when the 
thermometer registered 18 degrees. 

In the basement will be three Keeler Crodd drum 
water tube boilers, each rated at 127 horsepower. 
The working pressure will be 160 pounds. One 
100 kilowatt and one 75 kilowatt direct driven 
generators will furnish light and power. There will 
be four electrically operated Otis elevators, two for 
freight and two for passenger service. There will 
be one hydraulic lift from basement to first floor. 

The excavation was started July 1, 1914, and the 
Swenson Co. expects to complete the structure by 
June 1 next, entirely within contract time.

Concrete Building. 


Any material in its formative state of develop 


ment is apt to be misunderstood and misused by 
designers. Concrete being still in the formative 
stage, meets with such maltreatment. Many con 


crete houses of today were designed for stone, 
brick or even frame, and then by chance at the 
last moment the material was changed and a so 
called conerete house is produced. Naturally such 


a building 


an only come under the classification 
of nondescript, and good results even structurally 
ean hardly be looked for. 

It must be clearly borne in mind that the mate 
rial with its possibilities and limitations determines 
a style or design. Therefore, unless one constructs 
according to his material it is impossible to obtain 
the most satisfactory result from either an archi 
tectural or a practical point of view, it is unfair 
to the architect and to the material to carry out a 
house in concrete that was originally designed to 
be built of something else. Reinforced concrete 
construction is a new art, and to obtain the best 
results the owner, architect and engineer must work 
together. Then will it reveal its unlimited possi 
bilities. 

The ideal house of concrete, as we see it, is one 
with a flat roof, crowned by a parapet or some 
simple perforated patterning such as one sees in the 
eountry barns of Italy for airing the hay. It is 
better to avoid the stereotype balusters and mold 
ing (which have so long been associated with stone 
work), not because of any difficulty in casting, but 
simply to avoid stamping concrete an imitation of 
stone. The windows should be grouped rather than 
separately spaced, for the additional span is a 
simple matter with reinforcement, and then one 
can concentrate on each group, surrounding it with 
a mosaic or seraffito treatment, which offers a pleas 
ant relief from the necessarily bare reveals of the 
plain windows. 

The flat roof is suggested in preference to the 
pitched because it is obviously cheaper and is the 
natural form. 

As an example of suecessful collaboration be 
tween architect and engineer might be mentioned 
some recently built columns for a pergola. They 
were inexpensive to construct because they had 
been intelligently designed with 20 flat sides to 
accommodate the material. They could thus be 
made with the board marks showing. They have 
the same play of light and shade as ‘true Dorie 
columns, and at a short distance are identical. But 
if they had been designed as true Dorie columns 
with hollow flutes, the cost, owing to the difficult 
forms necessary for casting, would have been pro- 
hibitive—to say nothing of the danger of break- 
ing the sharp arrises of the flutings, both during 
the construction and after. 

As a final suggestion, it should be borne in mind 
that concrete is a cast material, and therein lies 
its future. The scoring of the walls in imitation 
of stone blocks or even laying up the walls in the 
form of stone blocks robs it of its great individ 


uality as a building material. 


CEMENT SLABS FOR BUILDERS. 


Portland cement and asbestos fibre, made into 
large slabs or boards under pressure, supply a new 
building material of Switzerland and other parts 
of Europe. The slabs, an inch thick and about four 
by 15 feet in area, may be cut as desired at the 
factory, and are adapted for outside walls, inside 
finish, certain furniture, and many other uses. Any

He was followed by A. P. Melton, of Gary, who 
spoke on ‘‘Compensation and Appointment for City 
Engineers.’’ 

Following several committee reports, J. D. Riggs, 
of Kankakee, IIll., discussed ‘‘Problems in Tools, 
Machinery and Equipment for Manufacturing.’’

Thursday evening the ninth annual dinner of 
the society was held at the hotel and the dispo 
sition of the various courses of food was inter- 
spersed with greetings, responses, entertainment 
and music.

Acetylene-Generator Cellar of 
Concrete. 


The acetylene generator used in furnishing gas 
for illuminating rural houses requires a safe, per 
manent location somewhat removed from the resi 
dence so as to minimize any danger from fire or ob 
jectionable odors. A concrete cellar located partly 
underground serves the purpose admirably. The 
cellar, when not used for housing the acetylene gen 
erator can be well employed for strong combustibles, 
such as oil, gasoline, etc., or for the safe-guarding 
of farm explosives. The cost of such a structure is

slight and it can be easily built by farm labor. 

When deciding upon the size of the cellar it is 
well to make it large enough to contain the gen- 
erator, its accessories and any other material that 
is to be stored therein: There should be provided 
also space for a box or container in which to dump 
the sludge or exhausted carbide from the generator. 
The cellar shown in the illustration is about eight 
feet long by six feet wide and six feet deep, below 
ground level, and has six-inch walls. Note that the 
top is sloped for the purpose of shedding rain water. 
The door is carefully made and fitted to insure a 
perfectly dry cellar. 


Construction of Cellar. 

Make the excavation one foot larger each way 
than the inside dimensions of the cellar and four 
inches deeper. This will provide for six-inch walls 
and a four-inch floor. If the earth is of a stiff char- 
acter and will stand up no outside forms will be 
required below ground, the earth taking their place. 

Before mixing any concrete have ready the inside 
forms as well as the outside forms for use above 
ground. These forms are made of one-inch boards 
with tight joints. 

The four-inch floor should be first laid in the bot 
tom of the excavation. Concrete for the floor is 


proportioned one part Portland cement, two and 
one-half parts sand and five parts crushed stone or 
gravel. As soon as the concrete floor is placed, set 
the inside forms in position. While the concrete 
in the floor is still soft, begin depositing the con- 
crete for the walls between the inside form and the 
sides of the excavation. This concrete should be 
proportioned one part Portland cement, two parts 
sand and four parts gravel or crushed stone. The 
concrete should be well tamped and spaded into 
place. In doing this, however, care should be ex- 
ercised to prevent dirt from falling from the earth 
walls into the fresh concrete as this would weaken 
the walls. Locate any pipes that are to run into 
the cellar at the proper points and place the concrete 
entirely around them where they pass through the 
walls. Continue depositing the concrete until 
ground level is reached. Now place the outside 
forms in position, staking them securely in place 
to prevent shifting. Continue depositing the con- 
crete until the forms are filled. The top surfaces 
can then be troweled to a smooth finish and the 
concrete permitted to harden. The forms should be 
allowed to remain in place for two weeks before re- 
moving them. As the work progresses bolts for 
holding down the generator and hinges for the cover 
may be placed, heads down, in the fresh concrete. 
Concrete steps can be provided for entering the cel- 
lar, but it is usually the practice to provide only a 
short ladder for this purpose. The cover should 
be heavy, well made and provided with strong locks 
to prevent access by unauthorized persons. 

A cellar of the size specified will require approxi- 
mately 6 barrels of Portland cement, two cubic 
yards of sand and four cubic yards of stone.

Cement Company, following a meeting of the board 
of directors of his company, at Siegfried, Pa., last 
week, analyzed the present situation in this depart- 
ment, as follows: ‘‘During the stagnation of gen- 
eral business, now happily passing away, the Lehigh 
district producing annually twenty-five million bar 
rels of Portland cement, continued to manufacture 
and ship approximately 30 per cent of the total 
production of cement in the United States. The 
total activity of this district was nearly 95 per 
cent of that shown in 1913, and the year 1913 was 
the banner year for output. 

‘As the financial situation grows more favor 
able, investors turn to real estate, and naturally 
the most sought for is that which is improved with 
fireproof structures. Anticipating a heavy demand 
for cement when spring arrives, we have been 
running for the past month at our full capacity in 
the clinker making departments in order to have a 
large supply of seasoned clinker on hand when 
the activity of summer building calls for quantity 
and quick delivery. 

‘*TIn the Metropolitan district there is a distinct 
change in financial sentiment and optimism is re 
placing pessimism in all industrial lines. 

‘‘In my opinion the prevailing low prices for 
building material of all kinds, such as tile, brick, 
lumber, ete., will soon have to give way to con 
siderably higher quotations, since the time is close 
at hand when the investor, with cash to build, will 
undoubtedly make his presence felt. 

‘We have learned by recent experience that all 
interests are inter-dependent, and I, personally, 
feel very optimistic regarding the near future. 
There is a strong incentive among business men to 
pull together, and with all of us pulling there can 
be but one result, and that result will be commer- 
cial success. 

‘“My experience in the cement industry for over 
a third of a century, and the fact that I am able 
to make first-hand comparisons of the use of Port- 
land cement in over 100 countries, convinces me 
that in the near future the people in the United 
States are going to awake to the great possibilities 
of ‘‘Concrete for Permanence.’’ The result will be 
a strong demand for the higher grades of cement 
that have been on the market for more than 10 
years and an era of great activity will soon be 
under way.

place the wearing surface is a bed of concrete. 

‘<Tnasmuch as concrete road building throughout 
the country is in its infancy and as during the last 
year the Portland cement manufacturing plants ran 


eveceeding 80 per cent of capacity, I should not 

surprised to see a shortage in the cement market 
by the first of August, owing to the increasing de 
mand, among other things, for concrete for road 


construction.’’ 


Affleck Elected Universal President. 


B. F. Affleck has been elected president of the 
Universal Portland Cement Co., owned by the 
United States Steel Corporation, to succeed Ed- 
ward M. Hagar, whose resignation was recently an- 
nounced.

From a small 
plant at South Chicago producing 30,000 barrels in 
1900, the business has grown steadily and the com 
pany now has plants at Chicago and Pittsburgh 
with a plant under construction at Duluth, the 
combined capacity being about 13,000,000 barrels 
per annum. He is vice-president of the Cement 
Products Exhibition Co., under whose management 
the annual cement shows have been held in Chi 
cago.

Hagar to Head New Company. 


Mr. Hagar had been the head of the Universal 
company for 15 years and manufactured the first 
barrel in May, 1900. The company has been con 
spicuously successful, as shown by the growth of 
its business. For several years the Universal Port- 
land Cement Co. has been the largest shipper of 
Portland cement in the world. Mr. Hagar was for 


two years president of the association of American 
Portland Cement Manufacturers and has been an 
important factor in the promotion and development 
of the use of cement in building construction of 
all kinds. He also founded the Cement Products 
Exhibition Co., in 1907. This company conducts 
the annual cement shows, which are recognized as 
among the most important industrial exhibitions 
held annually in the United States. Mr. Hagar 
retires to assume the presidency of a new company 
which he is forming to acquire a chain of Portland 
cement plants covering a large part of the United 
States. The headquarters of the new company will 
be in Chicago. 

Blaine Smith, who has been Mr. Affleck’s assistant, 
succeeds the latter as sale smanager.

The 
complaint alleges that the cement was furnished 
for sidewalks in certain districts in Salt Lake City 
and asks that the city refrain from paying for the 
work until the case has been decided by the court. 

SHIPPING NEW CRUSHERS. 

The Bradley Pulverizer Co., Boston, Mass., the 
famous pulverizing experts, makes announcement 
which does not show anything in the nature of 
business contraction, but on the other hand indi- 
cates better equipment for the increase of capacity. 
The announcement follows: 

‘*We have just shipped a Bradley Hercules Mill 
to the Riverside Portland Cement Co., Riverside, 
Cal., making the third order received from these 
people in 18 months. We have today received an 
order from the Superior Portland Cement Co., of 
Seattle, Wash., for one of these mills.

CEMENT RATE RULING UPHELD. 


The ruling of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion that the cement market at Jersey City, al- 
though it was not a complaint, was prejudiced and 
discriminated against by the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railway Co., in the imposition of a rate 
of $1.35 a ton on cement shipped from Evansville, 
in the Lehigh district, was sustained by Judge 
Woolley, of the United States District Court, at 
Philadelphia, Pa., in an opinion rendered Jan, 16. 

The legal proposition raised by the railway com- 
pany that the commission went beyond its juris- 
diction in deciding that a non-complainant was dis- 
criminated against, Judge Woolley decides, are un- 
tenable, and he directs that the order of the com- 
mission that the railway company rescind its $1.35 
rate and establish one comformable to a more com- 
petitive basis for the Allentown Portland Cement 
Co., the original complainant, be enforced. 

Complaint was made to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by the Allentown Portland Cement Co. 
that the Reading’s rate of .$1.35 a ton for cement 
shipped from its plant in Evansville to Jersey City 
was unreasonable, discriminatory, and furnished an 
advantage to its competitors in the same district. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission found, 
however, that the rate was not unreasonable, nor 
did it expressly find that by the rate the Allen- 
town company, or the ‘‘locality’’ of Evansville, 
was discriminated against. But in its report the 
commission stated that by the rate the Allentown 
company was caused to labor under a prohibitory 
disadvantage in marketing its product at Jersey 
City in competition with other mills in the same 
manufacturing district. The commission un- 
equivocally found that the actual sufferer was the 
cement market at Jersey City through the alleged 
prejudice and discrimination. 


Two Rates Charged. 


The Lehigh cement district is treated by all 
common e¢arriers as a ‘‘locality.’’ The Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railway Co. served only the Al- 
lentown company in the district in transporting 
the commodity. The carriers participated in mak- 
ing and maintaining relatively the same rate for 
transporting cement from mills in the district to 
destinations east and south, excepting Jersey City. 

Carriers, except the Reading Railway Co., charge 
a rate of 80 cents a ton for cement shipped from 
initial points in the district to Jersey City. The 
Reading railway, shipping exclusively for the A\}- 
lentown company, imposes two rates from the ce- 
ment plant at Evansville, to Jersey City, one of 
80 cents per ton for product destimed for tranship- 
ment to coastwise ports, and the one of $1.35 a 
ton for cement tended for local consumption. 

The Allentown company protested before the 
commission that the rate of $1.35 was excessive 
and unreasonable, and discriminated against it and 
against the locality in which its plant was located. 

After the commission had decided that it was 
really the Jersey City market and consumers that 
would have to meet the higher rate by paying a 
higher price for the use of the Allentown’s ce- 
ment, the railway company was granted a rehear- 
ing to meet the new situation. The presentation 
of the railway company’s views on this subject, 
however, did not result in the commission alter- 
ing its first ruling. Then the railway company 
filed a bill in equity in the district court asking 
that the order of the commission be annullled, at- 
tacking the validity of the commission’s edict. 


The Dewey Cement Company, of Dewey, Okla., 
occupied a booth at the Lumbermen’s Show in Con- 
vention Hall, Kansas City, Mo., last week.

Dense, fine-grained limestone.—The more com 
pact, dense, fine-grained limestones are considered 
to have been deposited in quiet water, some dis- 
tance from the shore, where only the fine-grained 
sediments would be carried by currents. However, 
it is possible that in many places this variety of 
limestone has been the result of chemical precipita- 
tion in shallow water. Many of the beds in the so- 
called ‘*Trenton’’

crystalline nonmetamorphosed limestones are of 
Their crystalline texture is 


of the Mississippi basin are of 


crystalline limestone.—The 
sedimentary origin. 
probably due to recrystallization through the agency 
of water. These rocks are not true marbles, but 
are often so styled in a commercial sense, particu 
larly if they will take a good polish. Well-known 
examples of crystalline nonmetamorphosed lime- 
stones occur in the vicinity of Knoxville, Tenn., Car- 
thage, Mo., and Batesville, Ark. Lime is made from 
this variety of limestone at all these places. 

Metamorphosed crystalline limestone (marble). 
Marble is a term applied commercially, rather 
loosely, to a granular crystalline limestone or dolo- 
mite, and even to other rocks that are susceptible 
of polish and possess attractive colors. Scientific- 
ally, marble is a granular crystalline limestone or 
dolomite in which recrystallization has resulted 
from the effects of heat and pressure, usually aid 
ed by the action of water. In pure limestone and 
dolomite little chemical change takes place during 
metamorphism to marble, but the rock mass becomes 
more completely crystalline. Marble is burned to 
lime in New England and in many of the Appala- 
chian states, 

Oolitic limestone.—Granular limestone, composed 
of small, rounded, concretionary grains cemented 
together to form a solid rock, is known as oolitie 
limestone. The grains resemble the roe of a fish, 
and are named oolites, from the Greek word for 
‘‘egg.’’ Among the best-known examples of oolitic 
limestones are the stones quarried at Bedford, Ind.; 
Bowling Green, Ky., and at Darlington, Ala. A 
white oolitic limestone has recently been quarried 
near Bromide, Okla. Oolitic limestone gentrally 
makes a high quality of lime, and its use for this 
purpose is extensive in the localities where it oc- 
curs. 

Fossiliferous limestone.—Fossiliferous limestones 
are so termed from the presence of noticeable quan- 
tities of remains of organisms. The quantity of 
fossils present depends also on the period in which 
the beds were deposited. The term‘‘fossil’’ refers 
not only to perfect forms that have been embedded 
in the rock, such as the shells of sea animals, but 
to any fragment or form that resulted from liv- 
ing organisms, whether animal or plant. The mode 
of formation of the common types of fossiliferous 
limestone is very simple. When the animals that 
have extracted calcium carbonate from the water 
and incorporated it in their hard parts die, their 
shells and other secretions collect on the bottom 
of the sea. These materials, either whole or frag- 
mentary, become cemented together principally by 
calcium carbonate, and the mass eventually forms 
limestone. Where sufficiently pure, fossiliferous 


limestone is generally suitable for making lime, 
particularly if it is slightly porous. 

Shell limestone.—Shell limestone is simply a 
form of fossiliferous limestone, in which the mass 
of the rock is made up almost wholly of shells, of 
shell fragments, and of shell sand, more or less 
compactly massed together. The coquina at St. 
Augustine, Fla., is an example of this sort of rock, 
and coral limestone is of a similar nature, except 
that it is made up of fragments of corals. This 
type of limestone, where not too siliceous, gener- 
ally makes good lime. 

Chalky limestone.—Chalky limestone, or ‘‘ chalk,’’ 
is soft, fine-grained. light colored, white limestone, 
composed largely of the minute calcareous shells of 
foraminifera. These shells are mostly of micro 
scopic size. Fine crystals of pure calcium carbonate 
are also present in places. This rock probably or 
iginated in quiet seas, little effected by debris from 
the land. Deposits of chalk occur in Alabama, Miss- 
issippi, Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas and Colorado. Some chalky limestones 
contain too much clayey impurities to make good 
lime, but the highly caleareous deposits are exploit- 
ed by lime manufacturers in many places. 

Conglomeratic limestone.—Conglomeratie lime 
stone consists of fragments of broken limestone that 
have been rounded by wave action and cemented 
together by calcium carbonate into a mass of rock. 
Such rocks are comparatively rare, but beds of this 
nature have been observed in the Ozark region of 
northern Arkansas. 

Cherty limestone.—Cherty limestones are those 
containing nodules and bands of chert or ‘‘flint.’’ 
Chert is composed of silica and the nodules or con 
cretions have been segregated within the lime 
stone, either from the immediately surrounding 
rock, or from without by the agency of water. The 
nodules are probably of secondary growth rather 
than original deposits. Unless the chert can be 
separated and removed from the limestone at very 
little expense, cherty limestone is generally not 
suitable for lime manufacture. 

Marl.—Fresh-water marl is a fine-grained, loose, 
earthy material containing a large proportion of 
salcium carbonate. It occurs in the basins of small 


fresh-water lakes and in marshes. Bodies of fresh- 
water marl are common in the southern peninsula 
of Michigan, in northern Indiana and in western 
New York. This type of rock, owing to its oe- 
currence in a loose state and in water, is more suit- 
able for the manufacture of Portland cement than 
of lime. 

Travertine.—Travertine, or cale sinter, often 
called calcareous tufa, is a massive, porous to com 
pact limestone, deposited by waters of springs or 
streams along their courses. It is found over the 
faces of limestone bluffs, also filling crevices in lime- 
stone, and around springs. Travertine deposits rela- 
tively are not extensive, and the material is little 
used for lime making, although there are instances 
of its use in connection with other limestone with 
which it is associated. 

Stalactitic and stalagmitic limestone and onyx 
marble.—Stalagmites are the forms that rise from 
the floors of caves toward the stalactites above, 
and are formed by lime-bearing waters dripping 


upon the floors of caverns.. In passing through the 
fractures or joints of limestone strata, or in slowly 
percolating through the pores of the beds, water 
takes up lime carbonate in solution, thereby en- 
larging the open spaces and forming cavities in the 
rocks. When these lime-bearing waters reach an 
open cavity, the pressure sustained by the water 
becomes less, carbon dioxide is given up, and evap- 
oration takes place to a certain extent. Some of 
the calcium carbonate is therefore deposited on the 
roof of the cavern, and the drops that finally fall 
from the stalactite at the top deposit part of the 
remaining calcium carbonate and form the stalag- 
mite on the floor below. 

Onyx marble is a chemical deposit of calcium 
carbonate whose deposition depends on the same 
principle as that of stalactites and other cave de- 
posits of calcium carbonate, but which is con- 
sidered generally to have resulted from precipita- 
tion by deep-seated hot spring waters. Large de- 
posits of this material are found in warm, arid 
countries, in the neighborhood of recent volcanic 
activity, such as in Arizona, southern California, 
and lower California. This rock is generally of 
more value for ornamental purposes than for lime 
manufacture. 


PHILIPPINE ROCK LIME. 

Experiments with Romblon stone have demon- 
strated that a very fine quality of lime can be 
made reasonably cheap therefrom. Several tons 
of the lime already have proved to be of a quality 
much in demand in the manufacture of sugar. An 
effort is being made to finance o plant for the 
manufacture of this lime on a large scale at Rom- 
blon. The rock is a fine white stone and accessi 
ble to one of the best harbors in the islands. The 
largest coastwise vessels can find good anchorage 
in Romblon harbor. The deposits are found all 
about the port. The particular deposit on which 
interest is now centered is that near Romblon port 
on the Island of Romblon, which is said to cover 
over 20 square miles and to be of immense thick- 


ness.

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Gypsum Deposits in British Columbia. 


, 


[Consul General R. I Mansfield, Vancouver, Canada. | 

The Dominion Department of Mines, in a recent 
report, refers to deposits of gypsum in British 
Columbia at Spences Bridge, Spatsum, Merritt, 
Grand Prairie, and North Thompson. The report 
states that there is a large field open for a good 
plaster industry in this province and that the 
quality of the gypsum found is such that a plaster 
made from any of the deposits would find ready 
sale in the rapidly increasing market. 

Gypsum was first mined in the province in 1911, 
when 500 sacks were shipped to a Portland cement 
company at Tod Inlet, Vancouver Island. Formerly 
all gypsum used here was imported from Alaska. 
The most important of these deposits is that at 
Grand Prairie, in the Kamloops district, where 
there is a large bed of, pure-grade white gypsum. 
The Kamloops-Okanagan branch of the Canadian 
Northern Railway system is located adjacent to the 
deposit, and the plan is to erect calcining works at 
Vernon, on the completion of that branch, and 
ealcine and market the manufactured product from 
that point. 

The Spatsum deposit, on the north side of the 
Thompson river, will be made available to trans 
portation by the Canadian Northern Railway. It 
has a frontage on the river of about 3,300 feet and 
covers 450 acres. The mass is stated to be badly 
disintegrated and highly altered, but a band of 
pure gypsum 5 feet wide is exposed in the tunnel. 
The deposit at Merritt is a gypsite, accompanied 
by selenite or fibrous gypsum. It oceurs in a finely 
divided state, which saves crushing, and forms a 
quick-setting, strong and reliable plaster, suitable 
for stucco, as a retarder for cement, and for 
fertilizer. A similar deposit to that at Merritt is

Millions of Tons of Gypsum in Desert. 


As many tons as a half dozen mountains may 
weigh—that many tons of gypsum are deposited 
along the desert range of San Diego (Cal.) county. 
Deposits in some places form great yellow cones 
that top the base of dark brown rock and seem 
to stand a thousand or two thousand feet high; 
and in other places they are found in heavy slabs 
that run several miles along a mountain side. 

The University of Edinburgh at Glasgow has 
pronounced the Fish creek mountain deposits among 
the finest in the world. 

Alabaster, a harder form of the same mineral, 
is found in larger quantities throughout the gyp- 
sum country; and Alabaster canyon is a marvel of 
beauty to even the hardened desert ranger whose 
eyes are accustomed to gorgeous colorings, the 
wonders of the mirage and the majestic sweeps of 
salty plains. 

It has been estimated that to supply the Pacifie 
‘oast alone with wall plaster would require a plant 
of five hundred employees; and a plant of such 
magnitude is being considered in connection with 
the plans of the men who hold the best gypsum 
claims. 

Gypsum is worth more on the Pacific coast than 
in the Eastern states, where it is more plentiful 
than in the far West. Gypsum mined in Riverside 
county is sold at $10 a ton. 

All of the gypsum deposits have been taken up 
in San Diego county. ‘The desert range between 
Dos Cabesos and San Felipi is covered with monu- 
ments in which are deposited the names of claim- 
ants and the date of finding. There is a general 
rush to do the assessment work which the govern- 
ment requires to be done every year for five years 
before a patent is granted. This work must equal 
in value $100 a year or $500 in the five years for 
each 20 acres. 

As a consequence many a queer craft is seen ap- 
proaching almost inaccessible gulches and canyons 
the first months of winter. Desert drifters who 
know how to find water under. sand as hot and dry 
as a burning bed of sulphur are employed to do 
this work. Most of them are prospectors and know 
how to sink a shaft into a mine. However, any- 
thing that tends toward the development of a 
claim, like a road to reach it, is considered assess- 
ment work by the government; but if no road can 
be built or nothing of real value can be done, they 
will bore a tunnel or dig a hole that will never be 
used. This can be said as a fact of the develop- 
ment for assessment work only of all claims, whether 
gypsum, gold or any other mineral. 

William Roark was the first man to take up a 
gypsum claim in San Diego county. That: was in 
1899, or a little earlier. Later, he made Fred Ble- 
then, who is now living near Kulp springs in the 
northeastern part of the county, his partner. They 
started a gypsum boom, but no gypsum has yet been 
mined on account of the lack of transportation 
facilities. Auto trucks cannot enter the desert, 
as a rule, on account of deep sand, and not enough 
water has been developed to supply a train of 
teams; besides, the cost of transportation by horse 
and wagon would be too great.

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CITES UNEQUAL SAND RATES. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 4.—Rates for the ship- 
ment of Kaw river sand across the Kansas-Missouri 
state line are not based on the distance of the 
haul, but are framed so that the railroads gain the 
advantage of the higher charges permitted by the 
inter-state shipping laws, according to H. D. Skin 
ner, contractor of Braymer, Mo., and member of the 
Southwestern Lumbermen’s Association. During 
the discussion of the plan to create a traffic depart- 
ment in that organization, at the annual convention 
held in Kansas City January 27, 28 and 29, Mr. 
Skinner accused the railroads of discrimination in 
the mileage rates in cases where sand must be 
carried from Kansas into Missouri. The facts and 
figures cited by him were an influence in determin 
ing the action of the convention in unanimously 
adopting a resolution to increase the dues from 
$5 to $10 a yard per year for the purpose of obtain- 
ing funds for the new traffic and collection depart- 
ments. Mr. Skinner urged the association to investi 
gate the condition. He said: 

‘“The towns in Missouri which get their sand 
from the Kaw river pay about seventy-five cents 
for the haul. If the sand was hauled the same dis 
tance within this state, it would cost only fifty or 
sixty cents. In my vicinity the charge is seventy 
five cents, but it is only fifty cents if the ear 
doesn’t have to be brought across the state line. 
We pay an extra quarter for the mile and a hatf 
haul on track in Kansas. 

‘*The Missouri end of this association could save 
$10 on every car of sand shipped from the Kaw 
river across the line if this practice could be pre 
vented. There were about 1,800 cars of sand moved 
to this state from the Kansas side in 1914. Some- 
body got $10 or $12 more than the charge per car 
ought to be. If we estimate that an average sav 
ing of $6 a car could be made by a proper adjust- 
ment of the rates, it would mean an annual saving 
on that amount of sand of $10,000 or more.’’

TREATISE ON SCREENING MACHINERY.

Shaking and revolving screens 
and other parts of equipment are clearly illustrated 
The book consists of 132 pages and in mechanical 
and artistic arrangement is as perfect as a hand 
book of this nature could possibly be. 


Stop Your Hand Shoveling. 


One of the most interesting machines lately 
brought to the attention of the trap rock, sand and 
gravel trade, has recently had its patent claims 
allowed. The machine is a new type of wagon loader 
with a digging mechanism. Although this particu 
lar loader has been installed in many building mate- 
rial yards in the East during the past year, it is 
only now that the trade in general has become 
aware of the very important and essential features 
of this machine. 

The new patented machine cuts out the hand 
shoveling almost entirely, and leaves the workman 
free to manipulate a hand crank, which crowds the 
elevator medium into the storage pile; very much 
like the crowding motion on a steam shovel. In 
other words, this loader performs two functions; 
it digs the material and loads trucks all at the same 
time. 

The George Haiss Manufacturing Co., One Hun- 
dred and Forty-sixth street and Rider avenue, New 
York City, are the engineers and manufacturers 
of this new wagon loader. They long ago realized 
what the demand would be for a well-designed load 
ing machine, and are therefore now in position to 
ship these machines fully equipped from stock. 

Besides the all-important feature mentioned above, 
the loaders have each a General Electrie Co.’s high 
torque motor, developing up to 10 horsepower, all 
enclosed in a steel, dust-proof compartment. The 
usual eluteh troubles on wagon loaders have been 
eliminated on the ‘‘ Haiss’’ machine by eliminating 
clutches in its design. These loaders start right up 
from a standstill when an ordinary electric switch 
is turned. The four large wheels are all supplied 


with sets of roller bearings, and this, with the hand 


propelling mechanism, makes it a very easy matter 


for two men to move the machine about. 





Frequently it oeéurs around bins and trestles that 
the machine stands too high for moving it under 
overhead obstructions. In such an instance it is 
but a minute’s work for one man to turn a crank 
and lower the elevating medium into a horizontal 
position on the loader’s truck frame. The height 
over all then is only 8 feet, as against 13 feet when 
in loading position. 

What impresses most material dealers is not so 
much the high mechanical efficiency, but the money- 
saving capacity of this machine. A cubie yard of 
trap rock, sand or gravel is dug up and loaded into 
trucks for somewhat less than one cent. And this 
is accomplished with a speed of one eubie yard per 
minute. 

We understand the average saving this ‘‘ Haiss’’
